It is but futility to discuss possible terms 
of peace on such grounds as central European 
hegemony, upon restoration of colonies, upon 
fulfilment or denial of imperialistic claims.

The final peace will never come until the 
peoples of the different nations can win terms 
that recognize the inherent liberty and the 
basic rights of the individual. Europe must 
learn the same truth that is the foundation 
stone of American democracy. That is, govern- 
ments exist by the will of the people, that the 
people do not have their being under suffer- 
ance of any governmental authority. 

There may be new armistices of the battle- 
field, just as there was armistice from 1918 to 
1939. But there can be no lasting, permanent 
peace until mankind, everywhere, is freed from 
thralldom to the monster he has himself cre- 
ated, the government which is not answerable 
to the people it governs. 

The basic principles of the peace which 
must, some day, be written are ready. They 
are to be found in that document 150 years old, 
the United States Constitution. They are found 
in the new Declaration of the Rights of Man 
drawn this year by a distinguished group of 
British thinkers. They are incorporated in the 
French Declaration of Human Rights. 

They include certain basic guarantees to the 
individual. They protect him against all those

erty that have become the common mode of 
the gangster governments that hold Germany 
and Russia in their criminal grasp. 

In short, when government by the people,

The Jews 
have taken what was, comparatively, wilder- 
ness and have converted it into fertile fields, 
productive orchards and soil-building forest 
areas. 


The accomplishments of the Jews on the 
lands they have thus bought have won the 
commendations of the world. To halt this work 
by barring them from buying more lands would 
be inconsistent with the announced purpose of 
the British mandate. 


The Jews of the world, of course. do not 
wish to do anything which would be embar- 
rassing to the British government at this time. 
They realize, best of all peoples, that a Nazi- 
dominated world would be a world in which 
the Jews, aS a people, could not exist.

THE APEX CASE REACHES THE 
SUPREME COURT. 
(From the Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

In agreeing a review of the circuit court of 
appeals’ decision, upsetting $711,000 award to 
the Apéx Hosiery Company for damages caused 
by sit-down strikers, the United States supreme 
court evidently realizes the need for a definitive 
ruling on the vitally important issue, 

' The decision of the court of appeals. sitting in 
Philadelphia, in no wise condoned the outrages 
perpetrated by the strikers, On the contrary, the 
court declared thaf judicial condemnation of tac- 
tics which precipitated “the sit-down strike in its 
most aggravated and illegal form” could not be 
too severe. 

Its decision hinged on the sole point whether 
the labor union responsible for the reign of ter- 
ror and destruction unreasonably interfered with 
interstate commerce. 

The finding was that the union’s terroristic 
tactics exerted Only an indirect and remote effect 
on trade between §$tates. 

At the same time, the circuit court asserted 
that the labor union and its president should be 
compelled to “answer in damages” to the Apex 
Company in “the appropriate forum’’—that is to 
Say, 1n a State court. 

A suit by the company against Philadelphia 
county for heavy damages, based on failure to 
provide protection for its property and employes, 
is still pending. But it is certainly most necessary 
that unions be held responsible for acts of violence 
and sabotage. 

Courts may decree compensation for victims 
of lawless strikes. But since prevention is still 
more important, the need for a new labor rela- 
tions law to promote peace is now more obvious 
than ever.

A FEW MEMORIES M-r. Dan Parker, the able sports colum- 


nist, has done a magazine piece about 
Izzy Kaplan, the famous sports photographer in New York. 

Izzy Kaplan is a round, amiable person and the perfect “Patsy” 
for practical and impractical jokers. His supply of naivete never 
diminishes. 

Mr. Parker tells some of the old stories and some of them were 
based at Dover Hall. near Brunswick. Dover Hall was unique. It 
was a haven for the great sports figures of their day. 

Wilbert Robinson, Colonel Tillinghast L. Huston, Miller Hug- 
gins, Bill McGeehan and others all spent a part of each year there. 
Bill McGeehan wanted to die there and did die in a Brunswick 
hospital. He is buried in the old cemetery. No one could write 
sports as well as he. Most of them are gone. The Colonel, “Uncle 
Robbie” and many of the newspapermen who visited there have 
passed on. 

When Uncle Robbie died, Colonel Huston said, “The soul of 
Dover Hall is dead.” He closed up the place. It was the end of an 
institution. 

“Stagger Inn” was the sleeping quarters. There was another 
building for the dining room and gunroom. An artesian well 
splashed in front of the gunroom. We used to sit on the gun- 
room veranda and watch the ducks come waddling up to be fed. 
There were three geese, and Uncle Robbie, who was having his 
troubles with the Brooklyn ball club directors, used to say, when 
he saw the geese, “Here come the directors.” Bill McGeehan wrote 
a piece about it. The directors were quite sensitive. 

There was the marsh where the tides came. Ducks were there 
and marsh hens. And in the woods were turkey and deer and quail. 


RIOTOUS TIMES Not always was it peaceful and quiet. There 


were some riotous times. And evenings. 
There were snipe hunts and bee hunts for the uninitiated. 

I was there when Izzy Kaplan killed a cow, thinking it a deer. 
It cost Colonel Huston $40. For two days he had the bulky Kaplan 
hiding in a back room of “Stagger Inn” for violating the game laws. 
They bought a tin “sheriff's badge” and had a stranger come out 
and arrest Kaplan for killing the cow. 

Once when Kaplan complained headache, Bill McGeehan 
gave him some condition pills which were kept handy for the bird 
dogs. They cured his headache. 

Kaplan's dialect was a despair and a delight. 
hang around for hours listening him talk. 
Newcomers were initiated with bee hunts. The 
the washtub in which the honey was to be put.

The Business Is Doomed If the 


Boss Is Afraid To Criticize 
The Hired Help 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


The American people, being optimistic by nature and 
partisans of the underdog, resent the kind of criticism 
called “knocking.” 

Their attitude is a virtue; but every virtue becomes a vice when 
carried to excess, and those who resent and reject all criticism are 
creating for themselves an imaginary world of perfection in order 
to hide from hard reality. They destroy their value as citizens, for 
freedom cannot survive without “eternal vigilance,’ and watchful- 
ness serves no purpose if it doesn’t watch for faults. 

“Knocking” is useless and inexcusable, for as a 
the vocalized bitterness and envy and spite of loser. 
to be respectable, must be above reproach- 
free of blinding prejudice and partisanship. 

Thus any criticism by politicians is suspect, whether it praise or 
blame. When a Democratic leader says or does anything of impor- 
tance, his fellow Democrats automatically praise it and Republicans 
as mechanically damn it. Their so-called opinions are quoted by the 
press, but are no more significant than so many echoes. Any reader 
with good sense knew in advance what all of them would say. for 
party loyalty ranks above right and reason—which is to say th 
politicians, like other people, are true to the side that butter: 
bread. 

Thus the criticizing that is necessary to save democracy 
liberty must be done by free private citizens who have no : 
to serve except the good of their country. If they, too, are selfis! 
at least thev would save all by saving themselves. 

When Roosevelt was a candidate, he was a legitimate target for 
criticism: when he was chosen to get the country out of a bad hole, 
it became the duty of every citizen to stand by him—even though 
addlepates accused them if climbing on the band wagon. But now 
that he has had his chance, and the results of his efforts are appar- 
ent, it is the duty of all citizens to examine these results and speak 
their minds. Free discussion is the safeguard of democracy.

25 Perf Cent of 1939 Traf.- 
fic Deaths Occurred 


on Saturday. 


Saturday is more dangerous 
than Sunday for automobile driv- 
ers in Georgia. 

Records of the Department of 
Public Safety yesterday showed 
that 25 per cent or 158 of the 633 
fatal mishaps which took the lives 
of 711 persons last year occurred 
on Saturday. Sunday trailed with 
21 per cent or 130 deaths. 

The middle of the week seems 
to be the least dangerous time to 
take to the open road. The “saf- 
est” days, as shown by the rec- 
ords, were Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday—each of which 
chalked up 10 per cent of the 
tragedies. Monday and. Friday had 
12 per cent each. 

Commissioner of Public Safety 
Lon Sullivan said week end trav- 
el, holidays and football games 
were responsible for the high Sat- 
urday and Sunday rates. 

Sullivan also pointed out that 
non-collision accidents cause more 
traffic fatalities than any other 
type of motor mishaps in Georgia. 

Last year, he said, 239 persons, 
or almost 33 per cent of the state’s 
total of 711, were killed in acci- 
dents which did not involve str 
ing another vehicle or object. 

He pointed out that the next 
largest group was pedestrians, 
who made up 28 per cent, and the 
third was collision of vehicles, 
which brought death to 160 in- 
dividuals or 24 per cent of the 
total.

A move is under consideration 
to amend the legislation by offer- 
ing the controversial anti-lynch- 
ing bill as a rider—thus inviting a 
filibuster which would force lead- 
ers to withdraw the measure from 
the calendar. 

Seek Extension. 

The original Hatch act passed 
last session made it unlawful for 
federal employes below the rank 
of cabinet and under cabinet 
tructure to take part in political 

mpaigns. Now a bill has been 
drawn to extend the provisions to 
all state, county, and municipal 
workers any part of whose sal- 
aries‘ are derived from federal

Deen, WPA Reach Agreement, 


Rescue Commodities Program 


$5.000.000 Work Affect- 


ing 750,000 Georgians 
Will Be Continued. 


Threatened suspension of Geor- 
gia’s $5.000,000-a-year surplus 
commodity program, affecting ap- 
proximately 750,000 persons in the 
state, was averted yesterday when 
Braswell Deen, director of the 
State Welfare Department, reach- 
ed an agreement with officials of 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. 

Deen said last night the major 
controversial issues between the 
welfare department and the Works 
Progress Administration had been 
settled and that the minor dis- 
agreements also would be adjust- 


proved so that it may be sent to 
Washington for final approval. 

Possibility that the program 
might be suspended developed 
yesterday when Deen declared 
that the present contract with the 
WPA, which sponsors the program 
jointly with. the state, expires 
March 15, and that the WPA was 
calling on the state to put up 
more than its present 25 per cent 
of the operating cost. 

Deen said hé expected no tem- 
porary curtailment of the com- 
modities program, although it will 
take considerable time for the 
project to go to Washington and 
be approved. 

“Tf we don’t get it back by the 
time limitation, we will proceed to 
operate on what we hope will be 
a 30-day extension,” he asserted. 

Under the amended agreement 
between the state and _ federal 


lagencies, the state will continue 
to put’ up approximately 25 per 
cent of the operating costs, al- 
though certain adjustments were 
made. 

Shipment of 45 carloads of ap- 
ples to this state for distribution 
was held up temporerily pending 
the outcome of negotiations be- 
tween the welfare and WPA of- 
ficials. 

If the program had been halted 
in Georgia, it would have meant 
that hundreds of needy persons 
would have been denied food and 
clothing which they’ now receive 
through distribution of surplus 
commodities. 

Hot Lunches Affected. 

Deen pointed out that it also 
would have abolished the school 
hot lunch programs, which are 
now in effect in virtually every 
school in the state. 

The commodities distributed un- 
der the program include fruits, 
vegetables, flour, corn meal, grits, 
canned milk, cheese, beans, peas 
and other products as well as 
clothing.
